At the outset, applicant's amendments to the claims, even though does not appear to raise new issues, have essentially altered the 
scope of the claims by making them the subcombination of an automatic flushing actuator system. Therefore, such amendments would 
require further consideration since the claims were previously examined as the combination of an automatic flushing actuator system and 
a conventional toilet having a bowl and a tank with an overflow tube. 

Applicant, in the remarks section, page 9, asserts that Veal's lever 100 is not horizontally rotatable. The examiner disagrees. As 
shown in Figure 1, Veal's lever 100 is mounted to the cover via point 102. Fig. 8C of Veal shows the lever 100 is rotated in the direction of 
the arrow. The question is how a horizontal axis or horizontally rotatable defined without a reference point? If one is standing beside the 
tank and look straight down (with cover 22 is removed) then one may say that the lever is rotated vertically. On the other hand, if one 
assumes a position in front of the toilet tank (or similarly the top view position of looking down into Fig. 8C with the Figure laying flat on the 
table), then why can one construe that the lever is rotated horizontally? Since claim 1 just simply recites a "horizontally rotatable lever" 
without additional limitations to further define a reference point, it is reasonable, giving the broadest interpretation, to construe that Veal's 
lever 100 is horizontally rotatable depending on the viewing position (as indicated on page 7 of the Office Action mailed 01/11/06). Veal 
also discloses other limitations such as the clamp is permanently mounted to the housing (note: once installed, Veal's clamp could be 
construed as permanently mounted. Furthermore, applicant's clamp is also not permanently mounted to the housing since it is capable of 
being changeable to different configurations), the clamp is changeable, a turret and so on (see Office Action mailed 01/1 1/06). 

Therefore, Veal does disclose an automatic flushing actuator system used in a conventional toilet with a bowl and tank having 
substantially all the claimed features.
